HOW A TALESMAN WAS APPROACHED. 


George Tschappatt Tells His Story—Offers 
of Money. 

Thursday afternoon Mr. Page of No. 44 Erie 
street entered the court room and privately 
communicated to the counsel for the state 
that his foreman, George Tschappatt, who 
had beén summoned on the jury. before being 
called to the jury box had been approached 
by a bailiff of the court with an offer 
of $1,000 to vote for the acquittal of 
the defendants. He said: “ This is not a 
‘cock and bull’ story, and I bring it before 
youin the interest of public justice.” He 
then went away, and the next morning one 
of the counsel for the state went down to the 
factory, and the moment he saw the 
foreman he recognized him as a 
man whose honesty and independence 
had impresse@ itself upon the counsel for 
tne state while he was sitting in the jury 
box. Tschappatt made a full statement, and 
was requested by the counsel for the state to 
come to the state’s attorney’s office and re- 
peat his statement in full. The man, with 
tears in his eyes, said: It involves a 
friend, but if it involved myself I would up- 
hoid the law and honor.” 

The gist of Tschappatt’s statement to the 
counsel, which he subseqaentiy gave in de- 
tail to the. state’s attorney, is as 
follows: In obedience to a summons 
be came to me courthouse Tuesday 
afternoon and sat in the aate-room, but 
was not called. He came again Wednesday 
morning, remained in the arteroom again, 
and about 10:30 o’cilock a man came from the 
courtroom into the anternom who was an old 
friend of Tschappatt. The fact also appears 
that the wives of the two men were friends 
pefore they were married. 

The man suggested that they go out and 
have a cigar, and the two men went to a 
neighboring saloon. While there the man 
said to Tschappatt:

He proved to be A. J. Hanks, the bailiff of the 
criminal court who during the trial has been 
in charge of Coughlin. The hailiff was ques- 
tioned closely by the state’s attorney and his 
associates, but professed profound ignorance 
until Tschappatt was called from the ante- 
room. The venireman was requested to 
repeat the statement he had made, which he 
did, whereupon the bailiff made a complete 
confession, in which he implicated several 
prominent personas, also another bailiff. 


THE GRAND Un“ REPORT. 


Recommendations of That Body After Its 
Long Session. 

In making its report the grand jury, 
through its foreman, John A. Roche, handed 
the following document to the court: 

To the Hon. O. H. Horton, judge of the crimt- 
nal court of Cook county: The special grand 
jury ordered by your honor at 10:30 a. m. today 
was impaneled in this courtroom and in ses-

ments against six persons for conspiracy todo an 
illegal act. We believe there is sufficient evidence 
to convict the indicted parties of conspiracy to 
defeat the ends of justice by endeavoring to 
place persons on the jury of the criminal courg 
who had pledged themselves in advance to ac. 
quit parties on trial whether guilty or not. 

Your special grand jury regret that so little 
time was allowed them for this investigation. 
They are, however, satisfied that they dave 
barely touched upon the outlines of a gigantic con- 
spiracy, which seems to embrace a num Der among 
those indicted and two officers of the criminal 
court. They find that the trusted bailiffs of the 
criminal court have so far forgotten their oaths 


conspiracy to secure the election of 
improper persons as jurors in an im- 
portant criminal case. From the nature 
of the evidence brought out at this session the 
special grand jury believe that other parties sus- 
pected but not accused may yet be reached, and 
they would invoke the aid of all lawabiding citi- 
zens to punish crime wherever found. 

Accompanying this report the special 
grand jury presented the six indictments 
mentioned above. At the conclusion of it 
Juage Horton glanced at the clock and said: 

It is just thirteen hours and ten minutes 
since the venire was issued for a special 
grand jury. In that time the jury has been 
assembled, sworn in, and has remained in ses- 
sion continuously without adjourning even for 
food. It has acted promptly and accom- 
plished much work. If its action is followed | 
by as prompt a one on behalf of the pros@eu- 
tion no fault can be found with the 
of justice.

The following names are indorsed upon the 
back of the indictment as witnesses against 
the accused: George Tschappatt, Louis Al- 
exander, H. C. Malev, K H. Nicholson, Sam 
Herzog, H. Wolf, Eddie Hoagland, George 
Schiagel, and Ed Brodie. 

All of these witnesses served as jurors 
and were approached by outsiders. Tschap- 
patt, Mr. Page’s foreman, gave testimony 
against Hanks. Alexander, who is a buyer 
for H. Wolf & Co., is the person who told of 
Frederick W. Smith. 

The clerk was directed that the bond 
would be $5,000 in the case of each indicted 
person, and the court adjourned until 10 
o’clock Monday. 

After the grand jury adjourned some of the 
members expressed themselves quite freely 
about the vile conspiracy that had been 
hatched. Mr. Roche said: We did a good 
day’s work, I think. There is more to be 
done.“ 

Judge Horton also expressed his satisfac- 
tion. 

It is probable that anew grand jury will 
fugther develop the case. 

The state’s attorney was congratulated 
when the work was over on the good he had 
accomplished. His associates were corre- 
spondingiy happy. The state’s attorney, it 
should be added, said there was no truth in 
the rumors about intimidating witnesses, or 
the one about the records being stolen. 

Within two minutes after the jurors were 
excused the courtroom was deserted. 


ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL FIGURES, 


Themas Kavanaugh’s Part in the Great 
Conapiracy—His Affiliations, 

One of the principal figures in the con- 
sviracy, Thomas Kavanaugh, was formerly a 
county employé and is nowa member of a 
contracting firm, and who has been for a 
number of ‘years a member of the Cilan-na- 
Gael camp No. 135, of which Larry Buckley, 
whose name has figured conspicuously in the 
Cronin case, has been the most conspicuous 
person. Kavanaugh appears to have been 
furnished with ampie funds, and he had 
many lieutenants. He has been zealous in 
propagating the idea that Coughlin, Beggs, 
Burke, and O’Sullivan are patriots, and that 
Cronin was a spy. He tirst made his appear- 
ance in public as a labor agitator. Then he 
became an active Democratic politiman. He 
was put in positions of profit because he was 
an active agent in the Clan-na-Gaei circles 
and an abject tool of the chief triangier. 

Since the Cronm murder he has been the 
communicating agent with the Michigan 
camps, and a correspondent of Taz Trrvuxz 
who visited Hancock came upon a telegram 
which he sent to Dr. Scallon of that place.

Alexander Hanks’ Record—Under Suspicion 
on Former Uccasions—Sennott’s Opision. 
Alexander Hanks hails from Cincinnati, 

where he knew Mr. Tom Sennott, clerk of 

the probate court. Wen Sennott was 

a bailiff Hanks served frequentiy on 

special juries, and when  Sennott 

probate clerk, Hanks became 

a bailiff. Hanks was under suspi- 
cion during the boodle trials, and had to be 
transferred. He was retained through in- 
fluence. He has been long regarded as a ber- 
son who couid be serviceable to jury fixers. 
It was he. who gave the money to Salamon, as 
explained elsewhere. He was visited 
by Sheriff Matson yesterday, but refused to 
talk until he could see Tom Sennott. The 
latter came early in the evening and in com- 
pany with the sheriff visited Hanks, put Mr. 
Hanks then refused to talk. Mr. Senhott 
implored him, so it is said, with 
wars in his eyes to tell the truth, 
to make known where he got the bribe- 
money which he offered, and to tell who was 
his employer. Hanks. was quite obstinate 
and Mr..Sennott went away feeling much 
dejected apparently. | 

| Clerk Thomas W. Sennott was asked what 

he knew about Bailiff Hanks, whom he 

recommended to the sheriff for a position. 

‘“T have known Mr. Hanks for a long time,“ 

said Mr. Sennott. He is of American birth 

and German parentage, and is married and 
has a family. I never heard a word against 
him and should hesitate to believe he could 
be guilty of any improper conduct. Indeed, 

i don’t understand how he could possibly get 

at the juryman at all. He did not have charge 

of the yenire and had nothing to do with 
summoning the talesmen. Formerly he was 

a wachinist and engineer, and he ran the en- 

gine in the new courthouse while that was 

being constructed.“ : 
How did you come to recommend him for 


| the positicn of a bailiff or deputy sheriff?” 


“It was seven years ago. I knew him asa 
politician anda ‘hustier’ in the ward. He 
was aman wellknown to everybody up here 
(in the ‘vicinity of Loomis and Har- 
rison streets), and I recommended him to 
Seth Hanchett for a position. He got the 
place and served throughout Hanchett’s term. 
Matson was chief deputy and became well 
acquainted with Hanks. When Mat- 
son was elected sheriff he retained Hanks 
in his office. No further recommendation 
or indorsement was asked of me. Matson 
knew the man well, having worked in the 
same office. Hanks was considered a good 
bailiff. He is a steady man of more than 
ordinary intelligence, and I cannot believe 
that he has been guilty of what he is said to 
be charged with.“

A great name is a précious possession for any 
people, and the dwellers in this région have a 
special right to include the name of La Salie 
among their treasures, because he was the real 
discoverer of the west in which they live. 

Almost two hundred and fifty years ago, in the 
gray old town of Rouen, in the French province 
of Normandy, was born a son to a wealthy mer- 
chant of tne Cavelier family. They possessed a 
landed estate called La Salle, from which this 
youth took the name which was to supersede 
that given him in baptism. His full name was 
Réné Robert Cavelier de La Salle, but he dropped 
one appellation after another until he used only 
the title by which he will be forever known, and 
signed himself simply De La Salle. 

At the age of 23 years he came to Canada and 
obtained a grant of land at the head of the isi- 
and of Montreal, In July, 1660, he embarked on 
his first voyage to the west with two priests, 
who accompanied him to Lake Ontario. Here 
they parted company, and during the next 
two years he was incessantly traversing 
the. wilderness tween the Ohio and 
the lakes, sonidtimes with French- 
men, sometimes with Indians only, and some- 
times alone, “with no other guide,“ says his 
faithful lieutenant, Tonti, than a compass and 
his own genius.” It is possible, moreover, that 
he was the first white maa to visit the place 
where Chicago stands, and that he cressed the 
portage between our river and the Desplaines in 
1671, of two years before Joliet and Marquette 
were here. 

So far as his predecessors are concerned, the 
Mississippi valley would have been a wilderness 
today. La Salle came and with him civilization. 
He led the vanguard of a never ending army, 


| whose march he directed, whose victories he 


planned. He passed through the wilder- 
ness a solitary figure, yet not alone, for 
at lus back were the myriad hosts of 
by his side commerce and 
law and government. Andas La Salle was a 
type, and the highest, of the qualities which 
have made the great west what it is, it seems to 
be appropriate that his statue should be erectea 
in its commercial capital. Fitting is it, further- 
more, that the metropolis which has risen Where 
200 years ago he was storm staid in a desolate 
wilderness should cherish his memory and 
treasure evary remembrance of him. 

So believing, the donor of this noble statue by 
his generous gift, and the commissioners of this 
park by their ready acceptance of it and the 
grant of this appropriate site, have done 
honor to themselves and to their community. 
It is well that in the park which bears 
the name and is adorhed by the statue

QUALITIES OF THE ARTIST'S WORK. 


What Count de la Laing Has Accomplished 
in the Statue. 7 

Of the spirit.of munificence and patriotis 
which prompted the Hon. Lambert Tree to 
erect in Lincoln Parka statue of the great 
French explorer there can be no question; 
but the ability of the.sculptor to adequately 
carry out the donor’s generous intention is 
hardly established by the statue he has sent. 
Count Jacques de la Laing is a Belgiama bout 
85 years old. His skiliful manipulation of 
draperies, his broad treatment of hair and 
flesh and other textures, the total absence 
of all finical overelaboration of finish, indi- 
cate that he has studied in the“ best schools 
and that his technique is abreast of the time. 
Not so his knowledge of anatomy and of the 
proportions and relations which must be ob- 
served in heroic sculpture, 

Few subjects can be imagined more in- 
spiring for an artist than the figure of. the 
young and ardent French explorer. gazing 
for the first time over one of the mighty 
rivers of the broad valley he dedicated to 
civilization. At such a moment, perhaps, 
douot took wing, the memory of hardships 
faded away, and unspeakable joy, fraught 
with prophetic visions: of the splendor of 
coming years, exalted his soul with a sense 
of power, with a sudden realization of his 
heroic ministry to generations yet unborn. 
This joy might have been tinged with solem- 
nitv, for all profound delight is solemn; but 
it could not have been clogged with 
thought ot earth, with any consciousness of 
self. M. de la Laing has evidently strug- 
gled to suggest this sublime exala- 
tion of soul, this high preoccupation with a 
great idea, but he has not quite succeeded, 
and the reason lies chiefly in an injudicious 
pose which chailenges and disappoints tne 
attention of the observer. The right foot is 
lifted more than a foot above the left, resting 
on a narrow vertical rock whitn seems hard- 
ly large @nough to support it. The hne of 
the right leg is, therefore, an acute angie, 
which strikes onein the eye from every point 
of the compass except one point in the rear 
of the statue, where this feature is hidden.

TEE ASTRONOMICAL EXPEDITION, 


It Will Start from Brooklyn Tuesday for St, 
Fadi de Loaeda, Africa. : 

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.|—an expe 
dition of profound interest to scientists all 
over the world, and more especially to as- 
tronomers in the United States, will sail from 
the Brooklyn navy yard Tuesday next. The 
destination of the expedition is the west 
coast of Africa and the occasion is a total 
eclipse of the sum by the moon. This will oc- 
our Dec. 22, and if nothing happens will be 
viewed by some twenty American professors 
from a point in Africa 75 or 100 miles inland 
from St. Paul de Loanda. The party will be 
taken to the point of observation by the 
United States flagship Pensacola, under the 
command of Capt. Yates. The vessel has 
been provisioned for a cruise of five months. 


Although the eclipse is the principal object of 


the expedition, there are other scientific in- 
vestigations to be made, such as deep sea 
dredging and stady of the winds and ocean 
currents. t bug hunters will bottle 
rare specimens of African insects, and speci- 
mens of dark continent flowers and shrubs 
will be secured and brought here for future 


analysis and classification. After landing | 


the majority of the scientific men at St. Paul 
de Loanda, Capt. Yates says, the Pensacola 
will be taken out to sea off the African coast 
and anchored in 1,000 fathoms of water. Here 
the deep sea .dredgings..will be carried on.

Experienced a Tempestuous Voyage, 

The comparatively new Hamburg-Ameri- 
can steamship Augusta Victoria arrivea here 
early this morning after one of the most 
tempestuous voyages ever experienced by a 
transatlantic liner. She was loaded down 
with passengers, Up to noon last Saturday 
the vessel experienced pleasant weather. 
Just before 12 o’clock on thatday a squall 
came up.

JUMPED FROM THE 87. LOUIS BRIDGE, 


Mrs. Ernest Makes the Leap With Suicidal 
Intent, but is Rescued, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—A few 
minutes before 8 o’clock this morning pedes- 
trians crossing the big. bridge and steam- 
boatmen loitering on the levee witnessed a 
thrilling incident. Frank McGinnis, foreman 
of an electric company, Was at work on the 
center span of the bridge when. he noticed a 
woman climbing over the railing of the foot- 
walk. He was aboutone hundred feet away, 
and erdering her to wait madé a dash toward 
the pomt where she was standing. The 
woman turned, looked at him, and then let 
go her grip on the rail and fellinto a net of 
electric and telegraph wires suspended a few 
feet beneath the brid She jumped feet 
first and was held for a moment by the 
wires. Then a wire broke and she dropped 
sideways into the river, 118 feet below. 

Her clothing formed a parachute, and aft- 
er falling fifty feet she was again perpendic- 
ular. She turned again before reaching the 
water and struck fairly on her head. She 
reappeared in a few seconds and began float- 
ing down with the current. Green Pent, a 
fishermaoa, was putting out a trout tine 
above the bridge, and when he heard the 
splash he turned just in time to see the wom- 
an’s head come to the surface. A few strong 
strokes. placed the boat beside her and the 
fisherman dragged her into his boat and 
landed her on the lévee, The usual treat- 
ment for drowning people was resorted to 
and in haif an hour the woman arose little 
the worse for her terrible plunge. 

She proved to be Mrs, Louisa Ernest, wife 
of a coal merckant. She said she had deter- 
mined to die beGause she nad negiected her 
family, and ‘that it was only a question of 
time until she died from lockjaw. Mrs. Er- 
nest was evidentiy insane ana was taken up 
tenderly and delivered to ler husband.

The presence of an English squadron at Kiel 
was meant to impress upon the Czar the fact 
of English codperation, just as Emperor Wiil- 
iam’s visit to Constantinople marks the ab- 
sorption of Turkey into the peace league. 
Prince Bismarck 1s represented as advising 
the Czar that in view of this coalition what 
Russia had best dois toaccepta policy of con- 
ciliation, recognize Prince Ferdinand as the 
ruler of Bulgaria, and aid the other great 
powers in effecting a permanent peace pro- 
gram that will ultimately result in decreased 
armaments and the increased prosperity of 
the different peopies. 

BISMARCK TRUE TO AUSTRIA.

After the banguet the guests ad- 
journed to the victure gallery, where 
the Czar chatted with the chancel- 
lor freely. While convers the Czar, no- 
ticing that Bismarck stood, wheeled his arm- 
chair toward him, referred to his long day’s 
exertions, and begged him to sit down. 
While the chancellor was thus seated the 
Czar remained standing, bending over him 
and talking in an obviously unrestrained 
and goodhumored manner. The Emperor 
was highly pleased by the Czar’s attentions. 
Prince Bismarck returns to Friedrichsruhe 
Tuesday. Prior to his departure he will hold 
a ministerial council, at which the Emperor 
will preside. This will be the last council 
pefore Emperor William starts for Italy. In 
the absence of the Emperor and the chancel- 
lor Herr vor Boetticher will read the speech 
from the throme at the opening of the 
Reichstag. 


HE IS OUT OF POLITICS. 

The Emperor has permitted Count von 
Waldersee to give free vent to his irritation 
at the attacks of the press upon his suspected 
aspirawons for political power. Writing to 
the Nafienal Gazette, Count von Waldersee 
protests against these insinuations. He de- 
clares that he serves the Emperor as a sol- 
dier, that he is no party organ, and that he 
does not want vo into political 
discussions. The letter is associa with a 
general overturning of the 
tives. The North German Gazette makes the 
leaders of the ultra conservatives responsi- 
ble for statements of heir party o the 
Kreuz Zeitung, which fix upon Count von Wal- 
dersee the stigma of codperation in intri 
against the chancelior and Count Herbert Bis- 
marck. The Cartel newspapers do not hes- 
itate to trample upon the fallen foe. They 
are not content with the withdrawal of 
Baron Hammerstein from the conservative 
committee and tne submissive attitude of the 
ultra conservatives, but demand nothing 
short of the dissolution of the extreme right 
and its absorption into the Cartel 
Meanwhile the ultra conservatives, thorough- 
ly disorganized aud cowed into silence, await

What we are to come to in a pian of the 
greatest good for the greatest number with 
this prooreative race growing up among us 
in a semi-barbaric way is a prospect to think 
about. If the present conditions are suffered 
to £ on we sball see negroes coming into 
entire possession of ten states. This the 
whites of the north do not desire any more 
than do those of the south. Southern ne- 
groes have been given little enlightenment 
and less justice, though they were freed in 
the name of the latter. Since their manu- 
mission a generation of them has been al- 
lowed to grow up in that other bondage—ig- 
norance. An appointment on the basis of 
comparative illiteracy, which would give’ the 
south $49,006,000 of the $77,000,000 of the pro- 
posed expenditure provided 3 Blair bill, 
was framed, but New York, Massachusetts, 
and other northern states did not take 
kindly to the idea.

The 
cause of the laborers, pitted against the 
landlords, won the seat, and the teachings 
and leadership of Mr. Gladstone. bore the 
fruit of inteiligent voting, for which he has 
been strongly ana patiently working. The 
same is true of Peterborough; while at 
North Bucks the liberal candidate, Mr. 
Verney, gave prominence to what, the con- 
servatives call socialistic legislation. He 
promised to endeavor to secure cottages of 
proper sanitary arrangements for the peo- 
ple, enlarged allotments of land, and gener- 
ally a more equal distribution of the benefits 
of the earth and NN ucts, which now are 
larzely concentrated to make the wealth of 
the landiords. 

Mr. Michael Davitt is a keen watcher of 
the movement which is assuming so impor- 
tant proportions and writes of it with a 
thorough te ts of its meaning and 
probabie results. He predicts that at an 
early date there will be a concurrent triumph 
of land nationalizaton and home rule. He 
says that it will be buta brief time before 
the industrial classes will demand the aboli- 
tion of indirect taxation, and will insist that 
the government shall raise the necessary 
national revenue upon land values alone in 
country and city. The importance of this 
view of the situation is manitest and the 
tories feel it keenly. The general indica- 
tion points to Gladstone as the great political 
reformer of the time. 

To Gobble Up the Sandwich Islands. 

The Times says that in view of the amount 
ot English capital invested in the Sandwich 
islands. England could not see them pass into 
the hands of any foreign power with indif- 
ference, but that their acquisition by the 
United States would be regarded with more 
equanimity. than. their. spoliation by any 
European power, to which the British gov- 
ernmert would never submit. The whole 
tone of the article points to a desire that the 
United States government may see its way 
clear to gobbie ap the iglanas.

There is no telling the depth 
and number of these foldings from an exam- 
inatiog of the skull. We understand Prof. 
Starr to express the opinion that there is no 
truth whatever in the old notion of locality 
for certain facuities of the mmd. Aud yet 
there are certain broad differences which 
have a semblance of significance, For in- 
stance, most people would say, from personal 
experience, that persons who have bumps”’ 
over the eyes are apt to be strong in percep- 
tive powers, while those whose bumps are 
higher up are apt to be strong in reason and 
reflection. 

Nevertheless, the new phrenology seems in 
to owe its existence to the old 
one. The promuigation of Gall’s theory led 
to the experiments of Fiourens designed to 


“show the falsity of Gall’s theory. These, 


again, have stimulated the recent investiga 
tions which have established the new phre- 
nology, This is a science of a few years’ 
growth. In 1870 Fritsch and Hitzig, two Ger. 
man inqutrers, noticed that when they applied 
an electric shock to the brain of a chioro- 
formed dog there was movement of the 
limbs. .Tney found also that one part of the 
brain would move the foreleg and another 
the hind leg. And they found that the right 
side of the brain moyed the left limos, and 
the left side of the brain the mght limbs. 
The investigators then went a. step further, 
and removed portions of the bralus of the 
cnloroformed animals. The result was that 
the limbs related to these poruons were par- 


alvzed 

In 1873 Dr. David Ferrier, an able aud zeal- 
ous young Scotchman living in London, made 
a still further advance upon these discov- 
eries. Reasoning from the fact that move- 
ments ‘were usually the results of sensations, 


she instituted experiments to establish the re- 


lation between sensation and the brain. II 
some parts of the brain govern movement, 
other parts might receive sensations. Dr. 
Ferrier showed that the various sensations 
received by the organs of the body—the ey 
ear, nose, ete.—were sent to the brain, a 
to certain locahties of te brain; sight, for in- 
stance, going to one pert and sound to au- 
other. Ferrier’s work was supplemented by 
that of other discoverers; so that it was soon 
possibie to lay out a map of an animal’s brain, 
with the localities of the various senses 
markedon it. These discoveries were, of 
course, the results of vivisection. 

The next question was whether the brains 
of men bad the same relationship to their 
organs. Up to ten years ago this was an 
open question. It was, of course, impossible 
to vivisect a man. But it soon became obvi- 
ous that nature itself was giving instruction 
upon this subject which it was only neces- 
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noat‘the old chy tall” He had been exposed 
and abandoned there by his couctrymen. It 
is said of him that he came from the interior, 
where he had been picking grapes. He was 
as soon as practicable conveyed to the leper 
hospital, which is an annex of the smallpox 


‘hospital. The leper colony there now num- 


bers eleven persons. There are supposed 
to be several ‘more lepers at large in the 
state. The leper colony that is now siowly 
gathering is the third of the series. Two 


others had grown up there, They were up- 


rooted one after another and their menrbers 
sent to China, where they belonged. We 
have been doing all that was possible to pre- 
vent the contamination of the blood of the 
American le. But in the nature of 
things the work cannot be done as completely 
and thoroughly as it ought. Lepers will re- 
main at large for a long time before they are 
discovered. 

Articles have at times appeared in eastern 
leprosy .among 
the Chinese were described, as Hoodlum- 
esque inventions. The unvarnished facts 
ars the deportation already of two pper 
colonies collected in this city, while a third 
is now fast developing. We have not ‘here- 
tofore enjo ali the sympathy from 
our eastern brethren which this desperate 


struggle with the most loatbsome disease 


to which humanity is subject should have ex- 
cited. Butnow that London has been scared 
almost out of its wits by the discovery of a 
single leper in its midst; that many eastern 
cities have been thrown into the greatest 
alarm by the unearthing of Chinese simitarly 
afflicted, the distressing work rolled over on 
San Francisco for many years past, in her 
efforts to prevent this terrible malady from 
gaining a foothoid among us, will be more 
thoroughly and generally appreciated. 

Leprosy is the gaunt specter which follows 
in the footsteps of Chinese immigration, 
Cases of leprosy ate found wherever they 

ain an entrance. There are now lepers in 
ustralia, in Peru, in Cuba, and Brazil. The 
New York Sun says that several lepers have 
been discovered. at Key West by Dr. Ber- 
ger, and thas there are forty-two. at 
New Orleans. We all know the dread- 
ful fate that has fallen on the Sand- 
wich islands from this cause. Dr. Morrow 
recently read a paper before the Academy of 
Medicine at New York, in which hegaid he 
found in the Sandwich islands “the most 
abundant and conciusive proof of the ex- 
treme contagiousness of the disease.” The 
two leper colonies previously deported from 
this city were exclusively composed of Chi- 
nese, We are confronted with the startling 
fact that three of the third that is now 
ring are whites. The dread disease 
s falling upon our people. Dr. Morrow 
Calls in ringe tones for the passage of a 
law to rigialx exclude lepers. But leprosy in 
many cases develops years after arrival. 
There is no way to exclude leprosy but to 
exclude tne, people who bring it with them. 
If we cannot keep out the coolies because of 
the 12 extendea to other classes, 
which they are coached to personate, we will 
have to shut the doors peremptorily in the 
faces of all of wem. 

There is no doubt that the diseases which 
are peculiar to this race are spreading as fast 
as their vices. The prevalence of smallpox 
for so many years in various parts of the 
world is traceable to the outward movement 
of the uneasy Chinese masses.

The result 
of these investigations was that the brains 
ot men were mapped out among the different 
organs, just as those of animals had been. 
The eye bas the area at the extreme back of 
the brain; the ear the lower partof the side;

The various parts of the brain 
are connected,’ the brain thus becoming a 
medium of communication between the or- 
guns. People differ much in the quickness 
with which the messages of the senses.are 
received and the impulses sentout. In the 
good tennis player the eye must be quick to 
inform the brain and the brain to instruct 
the hand. Dr. Starr gives a number of il- 
lustrations of this fact, the personal equa- 
tion,“ as itis called. A better one. however, 
could hardly be found than that of the en- 
gineers on ferryboats. On going into the slip, 
the pilot has to ring the bell ordering the re- 
versal of the wheels several seconds earlier 
for some engineers than for others. 

The new phrenol teaches that a large 
part of our mental activities are due to mem- 
ory pictures stored in the brain. The new 
phrenology is, no doubt, much truer than the 
ola and much more useful. There is one cage, 
for instance, in which it certainly saves life 
—that of brain tumors. Certain organs are 
connected with certain parts of the brain. 
When an “ie is affected, it is presumed 
that there is trouble in the corresponding 
part of the brain. It is thus possible to lo- 
cate and remove brain tumors, heretofore 
considered necessarily fatal. Fifty out of 
seventy such operations have been success- 
ful. But the new phrenology is certainly 
nothing like so amusing as the old, the whole 
point of which was that for asmall fee you 
could getfrom a professor a knowledge of 
yourself which otherwise vou would scarce- 
ly be abie to obtain in a lifetime. No more 
Will te lecturer, with hang upon the head 
of the subject, be able to say as of old:

It reflects the arrogant spirit which insults 
capacity, endeavor, and honest toil by setting 
up inherited wealth as a proof of sugeriority 
and scorning as inferior those who work for 
what they enjoy in life. 

It is worth while, therefore, to examine the 
foundations of these people’s scornful pre- 
tensions. Who are they, anyhow?! Person- 
ally they are mainly people who never did an 
honest day’s work or ate an honest dinner in 
their lives. They are lie-a-beds, dawdlers, 
drones. They reap where they have not 
sown, and are of no more worth to the world 
than so many tailors’ dummies. 

Their wealth is a rebuke to their arrogance 
in scorning work and trade, for it was earned 
by their hardworking ancestors who toiled 
on farms, kept shops, pushed jackplanes, 
delved in mines, or carried peddlers’ 
packs, made mousetraps, or worked in 
other honest ways. It is the evi⸗- 


dence of their descent from the working 
Class which they regard with contempt, ex- 


cept in those cases in which the millions are 
the swag of a railroad robbery or a swindling 
government contract. 

It is necessary to repeat these things in or- 


der that the truth may not be obscured, that 


work is the only honorabie means of support, 
and that the only real title of nobility is

of Prussia, to whom they were presented by 
Nicholas I. When these wonderful bronze 


horses were landed at Berlin Baron Klodt. 


dressed in the most unostentatious manner, 
joined the crowd of people that gathered. 
around them and was much amused by the 
remarks that were made. ‘ They would have 
us believe that these are the work of a Rus- 
sian artist, but that can never be,’ said the 
cultured people of Berliii. But the genius of 
Klodt was recognized by the King, who in- 
vitod him to the palace and entertained him 
as 4 royal guest. 

“T visited his studio,” said Kaménsky, 
„hen he was finishing the model of the 
last of his great bronze horses. The Czar 
had presented him a noble horse, which the 
artist kept in his studio while at work. 
Now and then he would touch the animal 
lightly with his whip and bring him into a 
desired attitude. When this was accom- 

lished some feature of the design that had 
n formed in the artist's mind was in- 
stantly transferred to the model on which he 
was at work.”’ 
ESTIMATES OF HIS BROTHER ARTISTS. 

Growmg enthusiastic in narrating the 
achievements of Russian artists Kamensky 
said: Antokolski, the sculptor who modeled 
the statue of ‘Ivan ie Terrible —the Mus- 
covite Czar who subjugated and united all 
of the dukedoms of Russia—achieved great 
distinction as an artist. He was born in 
Vienna Poland in 1843, and for many years as 
student and artist lived in a state of destitu- 
tion, but his representation of Ivan Le Terri- 
ble brought him both money and fame. It 
is regardea in ali the art centers of Europe 
as the work of a great artist. and now occu- 
pies a place in the British museum. 

“There must be other. good artists 
where those that 1 have mentioned 
achieved such merited distinction. Where 
there are one or two trees of grand propor- 
22 2 . — ts some consequence.

artists, but of those who travel in that coun-

ECONOMY IN THE USE OF STEEL IN LARGE 
BULLDINGS. 

Chicago architects have got the matter of 
construction down so fine in large buildings 
that they find it necessary to have all the 
steel tested in order to economize in the cost 
as much as possibie. ) 

“The I-beam is the important factor in 
fireproof construction,” said an architect a 
few days ago. ‘‘When-we consider that 
the ultimate tensile strength of iron beams 
is but 48,000 to 52,000 pounds per square inch 
of sectional area, while that of steel is from 
63.000 to 70,000, it is easy to see that if the 
section of the beam is such as to give the 
greatest practical value to the metal used 
there isa ae in the weight of metal by 
the use of steel instead of iron amounting to 
one-quarter or even one-third. 

“As the price per pound is the same for 
steel and for iron beams tne saving in money

struction a building w wi ure 
$250,000 worth of steel Boaters Should: iron 
beams be used it would add at least $60,000 to 
tne cost with no ddvantage but ratner with 
the disadvantage of the additional load on 
the columns and foundations. To effect this 
saving the architect must base his calcula- 
tions on a tensile strength of say 64,000 
pounds square inch and must be sure he 
obtains it in the steel. 

“To be certain of getting this result the 
re ee must not only demand it but 

that test bars be taken from each ‘biow’ 
or charge of the converter and tested in the 
presence of an agent appointed by the archi- 
tect; and that no beams will received 
unless up to the required strength. That it 
is not difficult to obtain this strength is seen 
from the ‘test wheels’ showing the testing of 
276 ‘blows’ of the .converters at the mills 
made by an engineer from my office. Of the 
276 tests only thirty are below 64,000 pounds 
and the lowest 1s 61,500. 

There are other tests required, for exam- 
ple: to insure that the beams shall not take 
a permanent eet if moderately overioaded; 
that the beams can be pinched without 
splintering and bent thout breaking. 
After all the ph tests are satisfactory 
lethal tome bak parteatly soliad atentaht 

aud none but perfec t 
beams must be received. 

It is true that such cureful, thorough in- 
spection is expensive to the architect, but 
the saving is so t that there is no other 
detail in an architect’s practice by which he 
can save so much money for his client, and it 
sh never be neglected. 

2 re has been much discussion of late 
as to the relative value of rolled steel col 
umus and cast iron columas, In bridges 
toe cast iron has entirely passed out 
of use. In a building to de filled 
with heavy runoing machinery the 
architect should insist upon rolied steel 
columns, but for an office building, a store, 
or a warehouse, when the load is steady, it 
becomes a question of cost. 

“For cast iron columns the architect must 
insist that from each heat of the cupola two 
test bars be cast, each of which is tested by 
placing it on 2 and loading in the cen- 
ter with a weight proportionate to the size of 
the bar and the distance between points of 
8 rt. Should the bars break the metal is 
inferior and not acceptable. Each column 
should be drilled in two directions for 
measuring the thickness of metai and then 
careful exumination made for surface de- 
fects. Cast iron bas =the disadvan- 
tage of emg liable to internal de- 
fects that the most rigid inspection might 
full to detect and consequently the columns 
are made beavier than otherwise would be 
necessary. Even with the disadvantage of 
greater weight the ‘proposais’ for furnish- 
ing castiron columns are at present usually 
less than for rolled steel. To avoid the un- 
certainty which forces the architect to speci- 
fy castiron columns one-quarter heavier than 
he otherwise would do some of the leading 
foundries are now considering the policy of 
adding to their plant a large testing machine, 
in which each column may be tested up to 
double the load which it is calculated to bear. 
Any foundry that has such a machine can 
command the best work at the highest price, 
for it will save to the owner 25 per cent at 
least in weight of metal now considered 
necessary for safety. 

„These are but a small portion of the en- 
gineering features that the demand for tall, 
expensive, fireproof buildings has introduced 
into a Chicago architects office.” 

A CURIOSITY AMONG ABSTRACTSOOF TITLE

REGISTER TUESDAY. 

Next Tuesday (day after tomorrow) will 
be the only day for registrahon for the com- 
ing November election. _ Voters who are not 
registered in the precincts in which they 
now reside ought to bear this fact well in 
mind. There are a couple of thousand 
young men who have come of age since last 
registration day or who will come of age be- 
fore the next election. Those persens should 
be registered. If they are not registered 
they cannot vote. No man can vote unless 
registered. There are other thousands of 
voters who have taken out their naturaliza- 
tion papers since last registration. Those 
persons should register next Tuesday. Per- 
sons who are entitled to their full papers on 
or before @lection day can register Tuesday. 

But by far the most important class of vot- 
ers who are or ought to be interested in the 
registration of Tuesday are those who have 
changed their residences since the last day 
of registration. Those persons  can- 
not vote in the new precincts in 
which they reside without regis- 
tering in those précincts. They must appear 
next Tuesday before the board of registry in 
the precinct in which they formerly resided 
and procure from that boatd a certificate of 
removal, which must then be présented to 
the registry board of the present residence 
precinct in order to secure registration. That 
must be done Tuesday or the voter who has 
removed cannot vote at the November elec- 
tion. 

There will be ample time to attend to tnis 
matter. The registry boards, constituted of 
the election judges, must sit from 8 o’clock 
in the morning till 9 o’clock in the evening to 
register vo They must sit after 9 o’cliock 
in the evening if there are any voters in line 
seeking to be registered. 

Of course, voters from outside who 
have recently moved into the district in 
which the new election law prevails, Chicago 
and Cicero, will haveto register next Tues- 
day or be denied the privilege of voting on 
the 5th of November. f

In the Berlin dispatches describing the 
ceremonies attendant upon the reception of 
the Czar there is a significant sentence. It 
says: After the banquet atthe schloss the 
guests were entertained in the picture gal- 
lery. The Czar, noticmg Prince Bismarck 
standing, rose and kindly bade him be seated, 
while ne himself stood and conversed genially 
with the chancellor.” At first sight this 
might seem to be an act of courtesy tendered 
by the Czar as a compliment to Prince 
bismarck’s profound ability and high 
station as the foremost statesman of 
Europe, but royalties are not in the 
habit of paying compliments of this kind, 
even to chanceliors. The etiquette on the 
occasion of the meeting in the picture gal- 
lery was for Prince Bismarck to stand and 
for the Ozar to sit, and under no 
circumstances for the former to sit 
vel Res latter to stand while engaged 

rsation With each other. The ex- 

made by the Czar to the rigidity of 
2 etiquette, however, confirms the state- 
ments so frequently made of late as to the 
deciining health of dne great German chan- 
cellor and clearly indicates that his ailments 
have proceeded so far in undermin ing his 
herculean strength that he is no longer able 
to endure the faticue of e during an 
ordinary couversation. 

Prince Bismarck, though still a younger 
man than his sturdy contemporary, Von 
Moltke, and much younger than the other 
great figure in the trio, che late Emperor 
Wilham L. when he died, is still an did man 
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In the natural course ot things the end 
must come soon, and what then? With his 
demise a new régime takes the place of the 
great Emperor, chancellor, and strategist, 
for Von Moltke has withdrawn from all act- 
ive Connection with the army, and is simply 
awaiting the inevitable summons. The 
chancellor has trained his son Herbert Bis- 
marck in the spirit of his policy and in- 
doctrinated him with his ideas, but he will 
never be as greata man as his father. He 
bas plenty of enemies in the German court, 


and, it is said, does not command the com- 


plete respect or sympathy of the Emperor. 
Should he succeed to the premiership in case 
of the demise of his father, therefore, it is 
doubtful whether he will be able to carry out 
the Bismarck policy, even if he has the abil- 
ity, to suit the young Emperor. Tne death 
of the chancellor, therefore, will open up a 
fruitful 8 of speculauon as to the change 
it may make in the relations of Germany 
with Russia and France. 


TIMBER FOR THE COUNLY BOARD. 

Some of the candidates mentioned on the 
Republican side for commissioners from the 
county town districts are not up to the 
proper standard of the position, and they 
ought not to be encouraged. The fact that a 
Republican nomination is considered equiva- 
lent to an election in the coutty districts 
brings out a large number of eager appli- 
cants, many of them men of small caliber 
and large unfitness. That same fact ought 
to make the party leaders more careful as to 
the nominees. If they are elected the Re- 
publican party will be held responsible for 
the bad records they will make. In the pres- 
ént circumstances of the county five of the 
best men in the county districts should be 
nominated for commissioners—four others as 
safe, able, and reliable as Mr. Senne in addi- 
tion to Mr. Senne himself. It will not do to 
nominate courthouse oficeholding employés, 
or petty bailiffs, or village politicians of the 
corner grocery variety. It may be that the

board will be limited to the five county 
members. If the five are abie, capable, and 
resolute men they can place an effectual 
check on the extravagant or worse methods 
of the Democrats. Mr. Senne should be 
elected president of the Cook county 

rd, and he must at least have four relia- 
ble men to sustain him in support of honesty 
and economy and against the assaults of the 
boodlers that may be elected. The Repub- 
licans of the county districts can, if they 
will, nominate and elect such men. But no

There are plenty of capable men to choose 
from. It is not at all necessary to select 
hack politicians. Such men as Mr. Brayton 
and Mr. Greene of Blue Island, A. H. Dolton 
of Thornton, Ono Earnshaw of Lemont, 
Maj. Allison of Lyons, Mr. Alexander Clark 
and Mr. Hugh A: White of Evanston, Jesse 
Allen of Barrington, Mr. Beilfeldt of Orland, 
John Fasse of Schaumberg, O. D. Allen and 
E. S. Conway of Cicero are of the class from 
whom the county commissioners might be 
selected. 

In the city district the determination is to 
select men of ability, experience, and un- 
doubted integrity. the county members 
ought to be their peers at least. It is grati- 
fying to note that in the city men of the 
kind referred to are willing to serve, though 
by no means eager officeholders. Messrs. 
John Spry, D. B. Scully, Amos Grannis, 
Henry Engelbardt, George W. Spencer, W. 
W. Stewart, who served the county faith- 
fully before, are witling to sacrifice some of 
their time ana much of their ease again for 
the public good. Others quite as capable, 


like ex-Coliector J. S. Harvey, ex-Ald. A. P. 


Johnson, Phihp Maas, will accept nomuina- 
tions. There is no reason, therefore, why 
the next county board should not be the best 
in the history of the county, and be Repub- 
lican from top to bottom. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE LABOR VOTE. 

The free trade Democrats now commana 
about 75 per cent of the votes among the 
“organized labor” of the cities and towns of 
the United States—the workmen engaged in 
pursuits directly and indirectly highly pro- 
tected by the tariff, but who have been in- 
duced to become free traders, They have 
been greatiy taken with the Democratic 
promise to supply cheap goods and greatly 
lessen the cost of living by tariff reduction. 
As ustally presented the promise appears 
reasonable and easy to carry out to superfi- 
cial thinkers. What could be plainer than 
that the cost of the necessaries and com- 
forts of life would be greatly reduced if 
our ports were thrown open to the cheap 
goods of England and Europe? Home 
manufacturers would have to come 
down to the foreign price or be un- 
able to sell their goods. Workmen see 
clearly that such a change would greatly 
reduce their living expenses. That is one side 
of it. But the free trade politicians carefully 
hide the other side, which is that it would 
bring down wages in about the same propor- 
tion, and if workmen got goods and rents 
cheaper they would have much less wages 
wherewith to pay for them. If the free trade 
doctrine should ever be put in practice the 
Democrats will have an ugly time explaining 
the reverse side of their dogma to their re- 
cruits. They are not telling them that low 
Wages inevitably go with cheap goods as 


cause and effect. 


fhe workmen who want cheap goods are 
also demanding an eight hour day. They 
will insist that the Democratic party must 
legislate to make the eight hour rule compul- 
sory where labor is employed by or under 
the direction of municipal, state, or na- 
tional government. Tnis is the first step 
toward compeliing private employers to 
accept it. The same general scheme 
in one form or another has been long 


agitated in England, but abandoned or post- 


posed from time to time because of the utter 
inability to devise a method by which a free 
trade country with its ports open to compet- 
ing nayons could maintain an eight hour 
system whileits rivais worked ten, or in 
other words vould pay W percent higher 
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hour system with free rane while the role 
on the continent is ten or more. To reduce 
the hours from ten to elght would amount to 
paying 25 per cent more in wages than its 


rivais and no free trade country could do 


that. Such a policy ‘would drive British 
capital to the continent and tempt nations 
not now directly competing with England to 
begin doing so as soon as 

American workmen who are demanding 
the eight hour day are also insisting on free 
trade—the system which has been the de,: 
spair of the eight hour advocates in Engiand. 
To make the matter worse Great Britain and 
the United States manufacture the same 
kinds of articles and in the absence of tariff 
restrictions, and under free trade, would be 
direct competators. Yet American workmen 
demand the removal of such restrictions and 
expect to retain high wages, which protec- 
ton alone makes possible. They insist on 
high protection wages, cheap, free trade 
goods, and fewer hours of labor than in any 
competing country! By effusive promises as 
to cheap goods, cunning silence as. to hours 
of labor, and adroit evasion as to reduced 
wages the Democratic party leaders encour- 
age their free trade workmen to pursue the 
jack-o’-lantern with unflagging zeal. 


THE GREAT RELIGIOUS GATHERINGS. 

Three great religious conferences of more 
than ordinary importance are now in session. 
The character and purposes of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal general convention, in session 
in New York, have already been commented 
upon in Tue TRIBUNE, but since that time it has 
settled one question, which it was anticipat- 
ed would arouse a bitter and prolonged dis- 
cussion, by making the use of the Nicene 
creed obligatory Christmas Day, Easter 
Day, Ascension Day, Whitsunday, and 
Trinity Sunday. The opposition to the ob- 
ligatory use of the creed hinged mainly upon 
the use of the words “ filioque.” Their ap- 
plication may be understood by quoting that 
sentence of the creed in which they occur: 


And I believe in the Holy Ghost, the Lord and 
the giver of life, who proceedeth from the Father 
and son, who, with the Father and Son together, 
is worshiped and glorified, who spake by the 
prophets; and I lieve one catholic and 
apostolic church; I acknowl one baptism 
for the remission of sins; and look for the 
resurrection of the dead, and the life of the 
world to come. Amen. 


In the creed as originally adovted by the 
council of Nice, 827 A. D., che words and 
Son“ were omitted, thus affirming that the 
Holy Ghost proceeds from the Father alone, 
and in this form the creed was accepted both 
by the Roman Catholic. and the Greek 
church. Ata later date these words were 
added and are regarded as part of the text 
by Protestants and Roman Catholics, but are 
rejected by the Greek church. Under tne 
passage of the resolution the creed is now 
made obligatory on all the churches and 
thus draws the doctrinal lines more tightly, 
for the simple apostles“ creed contains no 
dogma and can be easily subscribed to by 
christians of nearly all kinds of belief. It is 
noticeable that while there was cou ble 
opposition to the adoption of the resolution 


in the lower house, when it came to final ac- 


tion but one man had the courage of his con- 
victions, the single negative vete being that 
of Mr. S. Corning Judd, who went down with 
his colors flying, breathing defiance to the 
last, and strenuously averring he would never 
repeat what to him 1s an odious and bogus 
document. 

Tue sixth triennial national council of the 
Congregational churcnes of the United States 
is also now in session at Worcester, Mass. 
Notwithstanding the council is not a law- 
maker, for its utterances have no binding 


force upon any local church, independence or 


action being the very essence of Congrega- 
tionalism, there promises to be some inter- 
esting if not sharp discussion of two or three 
questions. One of these is the color line in 
religion, which also threatens to be a burning 
question in tne Episcopal conference. The 
rock of offense is in Georgia, whiere there are 
fifty-eight white Congregational churches 
not yet ready to affiliate or unite in the same 


association with the fifteen colored Congre- 


gational churches ef that state. How happy 
could it be with either were t/other dear 
charmer away is the sentiment most forcibly 
felt by the council, which is nevertheless, 
from the conscientious point of view, in fa- 
vor of obliterating the color line in the 
church. How to do it, however, is the prob- 
lem which confronts it. Thus the 
negro question is turning up all 
over. It is possibie also that 
the temperance question will come up in 
some form, possibly in a discussion whether 
to adopt a resolution to favor prohivition as 
a general principle or one to indorse consti- 
tutional prohibition. The vexed question of 
future probation may also rise upto torment 
the council. Meanwhile, as a side issue, 
which pertains, however, to the American 
board, the Rev. Dr. Newman Smyth of New 
Haven comes out in. the Worth American Re- 
view in defense of the “progressively ortho- 
dox’’ Congrega tionalists, and notifies the 
board that they do not propose to be driven 
out of their old home. Dr. R. S. Storrs, the 
president of the board, is also reported as 
much displeased with its action, and in this 
connection the Bosotn Advertiser prints the 
following. news, evidently from an inspired 
source, which will be of interest to all Con- 
gregationalists: 

Common report has taken a form which tends 
both to confirm the rumors and to justify our 
hopes. It is said that, after long, patient, and 
seemingly unavailing efforts to induce the man- 
agement of the board to modify the exclusive 
policy adopted a few years ago. the president 
actually wrote and forwarded to Boston his res- 
ignation; but that, when thus confronted by a 
fact which they had previously considered no 
more than a theory—not to use the harsher word 
threat—the home secretary and his adherents on 
the prudential committee finaily consented to 


recede from à position which they found no 
lunger tenable. 


The Presbyterian brethren are beginning 
to grapple seriously with the two questions, 
Po you desire a revision of the confession 
of faith?’ and “If so, in what respects and 
to what extent!“ submitted to the presby- 
teries by the general assembly of the church 
last May. The New York presbytery al- 
ready has the question under discussion, and 
additional impetus is given to it by the atti- 
tude of such men as ex-President McCosh, 
Dr. Herrick Johnson, and Prof. Philip Schaff 
of the Union Theologicai seminary, the weil- 
known church historian and author of The 
Creeds of Christendom.” In an interview 
Prof. Schaff states that heis warmly in favor 
of revision. Hesays: “Revision is bound 
tocome. We live in an age of research, dis- 
covery, and progress, and whoever refuses 


to go ahead must be content to be 


left behind and be outgrown, What 
ever lives, moves; whoever ceases to 
move, ceases tolive. Christians must either 
go forward or backward.” These are brave, 
true words. Prof. Schaff is not.only in fayor 
of revision, but of radical revision. He 
wants to obliterate the characterization of 
the Pope as anti-Christ and Roman Catholic 
communicants as idoiators, and ali the anti- 
quated stuff about elect and non-elect in- 
fants, and to infuse the Confession with the 
doctrine of the universal love of God. He

THE POPE AND THE TEMPORAL POWER. 

The recent rumors of the intention of the 
Pope to leave Rome and seek a friendly asy- 
lum elsewhere are gradualiy quieting down. 
They may possibly be revived again, but, like 
the man who cried wolf“ too often, it is 
doubtful whether the story will be believed 
when it is again set afloat on its travels, It 
has been traveling from the later days of 
Pius IX. to the present time, and has become 
so familiar that it has almost ceased to at- 
tract attention. When considered from every 
point of view there is no good reason why it 
should attract attention. It may be safely 
assumed that the 895 will never leave 
Rome. 

One of the best reasons why the Pope will 
remain in Rome is that there is no other 
piace to which he can There are hut 
uin Europe which 
could practically offer an asylum to him. All 
their doors are closed. He might as well go 
to Germany as to Austria, for the two eni- 
pires are so closely knitted together that 
they are one in policy. France is 
triendly to the Pope and unfriendly to Italy 
because the latter reoccupied her capital 
when France was no longer in a position to 
garrison it and maintain the temporal power 
of the Pope. Much as she might like to re- 
store him to that power she is notin a posi- 
tion to do it so long as Italy mafmtains her 
alliance with her powerful neighbors, Austria 
and Germany. But France’s concern for the 
Pope does not go beyond her feeling of revenge 


against Victor Emmanuel for improving the 


opportunity of making Rome once more the 
capital of united Italy without her consent. 
If she were concerned in his personal inter- 
ests she could easily enough provide him with 
an asylum, as she had already done for some 


of his predecessors, but France is no longer 


as elevated a daughter of the church as she

The Sudden Demise of Comedian Bishop at 


the New York Lyceum Recalls Similar 


Instances That Are Vividly Dramatic— 
Men Who Have called on Death and 
Been Quickly Answered—The Affecting 
Case of John McCullough in Chicago. 


The news of Charles B. Bishop’s sudden 
death on the stage of the New York Lyceum 
was a shock to many Chicago playgoers who 
remember the jolly comedian.

STRANGE COINCIDENCES. . 

This sad event recalls similar instances in 
the history of the stage of actors dying in 
harness. There are preserved curious coin- 
cidences oi death coming at the moment the 
actor was engaged in moralizing on it. The 
master of laughter, Moliére, was seized with 
convulsions While playing in the Malade 
Imaginaire.“ When the attack passed off 
he laughed at it, and resumed acting, only te 
die afew days afterward... One may learn 
from this that chance often has u satire of its 
own which is sharp. . 

There are two instances in theatrical his- 
tory of death coming pat to a speech. One 
is of an Englishman named Peterson, toward 
the close of the last century. He was play 
ing the part of the Duke in “ Measure for 
Measure,” wherein occurs the following

ully as startling was the end of John 
Palmer, an Euglish tragedian.

Stranger.“ He pronounced with great emo- 
tion the phrase when he came to it in his 
rt: „O God! O God! there is another and 
tter world!“ and fell dead at the feet of the 
actor who was piaying Baron Steinfort. The 
occasion for the exclamation was an inquiry 
about his mimic son of the drama. 

A third coincidence strongly resembling 
the preceding ones was turnished by an 
actor named Cummins about eighty years 
ago. e was stricken with death uttering 
the following solemn and touching lines: 

Be witness for me, ye celestial hosts, 
Such mercy and such pardon on my soul 
Accords to thee and begs of heaven to show 


thee— 
May such befall me at my latest hour! 


CARRIED AWAY BY PASSION. 

Several actors have either let their emo- 
ons Kill them or so blind them that they 
have killed others. Roscius, im playi 
Atreus, struck dead a fellow actor: — 
another Roman tragedian, in playing Ulysses, 
is credited with a similar exploit. Far- 
qubar, the dramatist, gave up his career as 
an actor in the time of Charles IL. because he 
killed a fellow player in a sword 
fight in Dryden’s ‘“‘Indian Emperor.” Many 
an actor, by the way, had a narrow 
— 7 when playing Richmond to the Rich- 
ard IIL. of the elder Booth. The crookbacked 
tyrant was in no haste to die and fought fu- 
riously. There is a tradition that one Rich- 
mond ingloriously fied. Edmund Kean also 
occasionally abandoned himself in this part. 
Before he made the great hit that put him at 
the head of his profession in England his 
fellow actors had been accustomed to snub 
him. Their manner changed to the utmost 
deferénce when he suddenly rose above 
them. Where shall 1 hit you, sir?” whis- 
pered Ricnmond on the boards one night as 
they began the combat. Where you can!’ 
was the reply hissed back at him; and the 
spectators, one may be sure, saw a fight 
worth remembering. 

Extreme sensibility has been known to 
snap the cords of life in some actors. An 
artist named Angeleri in Milan was so ex- 
cited by applause that he feildead. An 
ecstatic exit from the world one’ would say. 
A hiss had a precisely similar effect on Mme. 
Fangeras in Auber’s “Diamants de la 
Couronne.” She was taking the part of a 
singer wo was indisposed, and was doing 
it at short notice. She detected a slight biss 


„and fell in a faint from which she never re- 


covered. Excess of emotion is said to have 
killed a performer of Lusignan in Voltaire’s 
“Zaire.” He died while pronouncing a 
blessing on his supposititious children. 

A COLLECTION OF QUEER EXITS. 
Toward the close of the reign of George II. 
eg Woffington, whose life has itself tur- 

nished material for a novel and a play, was 
stricken with paralysis while reciting the 
epilogue to As You Like It.“ Samuel Foote 
suffered the same affliction while playing in 
his own farce, *“‘ The Devil on Two Sticks.” 
There are so many instances of apoplexy on 
record that they are almost too commun to 


mention.

When the curtain fell McCullough ap- 
peared before it, walked across, and, turnin 
at the other end, said to the audience, whic 
was dispersing with much laughter: “La- 
dies and Gentlemen: If you hed suffered 
as I have tonight you would not have treated 
me like this.” The ple were still at a 
loss what to make of it. The next day Mr. 
McCullongh calied his company to rehearse 
Richelieu“ on the stage of McVicker’s. It 
is described as a most affecting scene. The 
actor’s mind wandered, and in speaking his 
lines he went ast among other dramas. It 
was a deeply — little group that heard 
him, still fancying himself in the character 
of Richelieu, recite with deep feeling these 
lines from the last act of Richard III.“: 

I shall desvair; there is no creature loves me, 

And if I die no soul will pity me. 

These were the last words of John McCul- 
lough on any stage. Some designing persons 
advertised him to a rata benefit in New 
York; but if one remembers rightly, he did 
not expose himself again in his enfeebled 
state of mind to public contumely.

Mr. King started up and flushed. 

“It was not a violin,“ he said hotly. “A 
violin is a lewd thing, the workpiece of an 
enervated race, the sport of concert halis. I 
never had a violin in my lite, but I’ve played 
a fiddle ail my life.“ 

The young fellow sunk hack abashed, and 
Mr. King went on more mildly. 

“I suppose Iam a bigger man than Nero. 
Nero fiddied while Rome was burning, but 
the Rome fire wasn’t half as hot as the Chi- 
cago.fire. When it came I had my office on 
Dearborn street, and my fiddle was there. 
I saw that there was no chance to get my 
poor goods out, so 1 put my fiddle in a bag 
and started for Tun PristNe office. It was a 
fine old fiadie, a hundred years old, I reckon, 
and mellow with its years. Tue Trisune had 
a fireproof building and I wanted to put my 
fiddle within its Walls, where it might be 
safe. I got to the office just after the flames had 
reached the building. There was no structure 
on earth that couid be proof against such a 
blaze, and while was entering the fire was 
attacking the roof.

From a moral and humane point of view it 
would be well if this were so, but unfort- 
unately it must be said that to bring about 
this abolition before the expirmg of the con- 
cession made to the association would be, if 
not impossible, at least of the utmost diff. 
culty. This concession does not expire until 
April 1, 1913, and the enormous profits which 
accrue to the directors and those interested 
in the association will enable them to con- 
test their richts to the extreme and bitter 
end. | 
The question of abohshing the gaming 
tables has aiready been agitated on several 
occasions. One attempt, and the most se- 
rious, was in 1882, some eighteen months 
after the death of Mme. Blane. ‘the heirs to 
her estate, consisting of Edmond Blanc, 
Princess Kadzirvill, and Prince Roland Bo- 
naparte, wishing to severally dispose of their 
rights ia the gaming tables, placed the mat- 
ter in the hahds of one of the most cele- 
brated of Parisian lawyers, M. B-—. 
To this end a syndicate of influential 
capitalists was formed with the object of ac- 
quiring some 26,200 shares belongs to the 
heirs already mentioned of the Blanc family, 
and of entering into negotiations with the 
various Kuropean governments for the can- 
cellation of the concession (extending from 
April 1, 1868, to April 1, 1913) granted to the 
late M. Blanc. Among others Gambetta 
pledged himself to support the scheme with 
all his power. The compensauon demanded, 
however, was so great the negotiations 
came to naught. 

Mer.tion has been made above of the pe- 
riod of eighteen months after Mme. Blanc's 
death, and it will be perhaps as well to ex- 
plain this particular more fully. M. Blanc 
had inserted in his will a clause to the effect 
that upon the death of Mme, Blanc, should 
she survive him, her heirs should not dispose 
of their interests in the association until 
eighteea months after her decease. This 
clause was known to but few parties, and it 
resuited that in the financial markets numer- 
ous speculatory sales of these shares were 
made, and that subsequertly not a single 
seiler was able to deliver the stock to the 
purchasers.

At that time the existence of the gaming 
tables at Monaco was causing great uneasi- 
ness throughout the different European coun- 
tries on account of the enormous losses made 
by various players and the number of suicides 
which had resulted. It is well known to all 
those who are acquainted with that coast that 
the gambling carried on at Monaco bas been 
the principal cause of the ruin of that region 
from Toulon to Genoa. Moral sense among the 
inhabitants has sunk tothe lowest ebb, and 
in no other quarter of the giobe is usury car- 
ried on on such a vast scale, publicly and 
generally. One would almost that those 
who breathe this atmosphere; impelled by 
the passion of gambling, lose, little by littie, 
all shame and selfrespect. Men of che high- 
est birth and position do not scruple to bor- 
row trivial sums from waiters, peddlers, 
coachmen, or even their own valets, and 
numberless human vultures, under the 

of pawnbrokers, enrich themselves 
through the most shameless extortion, openly 
and fearlessly. Adventurers and blacklegs

plete. The pencil of a Ziem or a Diaz could 
alone effectivety partray such scenes, but for 
the benefit of those whose steps have never 
led tuem to the spota brief description may 
not be out of place. 

OLD MONACO S PALACE. 

First, then, comes old Monaco, perched 
like an eagie’s nest u a rocky summit, 
with its rdens of eucalypti, and 
palms, a girdle of green studded with bright 
exotic flowers. The prince’s palace situated 
here presents, externally, nothing strikingly 
uncommon, but rather 3 an ancient 

interior, 
however, is well worthy of a visit, contain- 
ing, as it does, oldfashioned, priceless furni- 
ture, Italian wooawork inlaid with ivory, 
tapestries faded with age, and paintings 
which have resisted the destructive hands of 
time. The general effect is simple and un- 
ostentatious, far removed from the spiendor 
and magnificence which one expects to find 
in royal dwellmgs. The streets of the old- 
fashioned town are exceeditigiy curious; 30 
narrow that without trouble one can shake 
hands with one’s opposite neighbor, and re- 
sembling corridors rather than streets. 
In place of stone they are paved 
with slaps of marble. Neither the sun 
nor rain can penetrate to them, and 
one wonders how people can exist 
there in full health and strength. It a 
pears, however, by statistics that the inha 
itants of this sleepy old town, numbering 
some 5,000, are asa rule exeeptionally long- 
lived, and that the average of mortality 
extremely small. This miniature principal- 
ity possesses soldiers; and such soldiers! 
Neat, well groomed, and dandified, blazing 
in uniforms worthy of comic opera, with 
white trousers, short blue jackets, and 
shining buttons, they remind one irresist- 
ibly of the opera of La Grande Duchesse, 
or, better still, Le Chalet.“ From 
old Monaco the road with a slight descent 
leads to the Condamine, from which one 
climbs a small hill to reach the Casino. The 
Condamine is agroupof houses, viilas, hotels, 
and boarding houses, inhabited principally by 
the divers employés of the administration of 
the gaming tables, such as croupiers, musi- 
cians, waiters, doorkeepera, ete., and also by 
a certain floating populawon composed of 
professional gamblers, followers of ge- 
tems,“ and the smaller gambling fry, who, 
content to win a modest few francs at their 
daily play, are obliged to live with corre- 
sponding economy. 

THE CASINO BY THE SEA. 

As one climbs the hill leading to the Casino 
the scenery on either hand becomes most im- 
pressive and there is disclosed to the eyes 
one of the most unique and wonderful pano- 
ramas in the world. On the right the waters 
of the Mediterranean glisten and sparkle in 
the sun and seem part and parcel of the pure 
blue sky which they meet at the horizon. 
The terrace and gardens of the Casino are 
poised above the sea like the hanging 
gardens of Heliopolis. Monte Cario is 
built in an amphitheater, and from 
the sea the view is a magnificent one. 
Snug villas, grand hotels, and white cottages, 
each one surrounded by rare shrubs, brill. 
iant flowers, magnolias, Japanese medlers, 
and catalpas, form an enchanting picture, 
The air is balmy and laden with the sceat of 
oranges and citrons.

A dispatch says that Chief Justice Fuller of 
the supreme court is a daily attendant upon the 
Episcopal conference being held in New York 
and that he gleefully votes against every meas- 
ure which the Chicago lawyerand ex-postmas- 
ter suggests.
